We 
take pride in the fact; and will, 
consequently, take greater pleasure in 
endeavoring’ to maintain | the harmonious 
relations that have hithertoexisted among 
out almost cosmopolitan , popalition ;

that the rights of all, as men and citi- 
zene, are not violated with imponity.

Skeena River Route to Omineca. 


We are indebted to a scientific gentleman 


who accompained the Telegraph Company's 
Expedition up the:Skeena river for the follow- 


ing interesting sketch of « portion, of the 


coast route to the Omineca gold mines : 


The Skeena river coasts of two branches: 
one coming from the North-west and taking 
its rise in @ group of penked mountains, 
sitpate in. the bend of Siekin river ; (Nasse 
river also rises in the same group) the 
other branch rises in the Const Range near 
Gardiner’s Cans], and flows North-west 
through a wide valley.

_ Freo Trade and Protection. 

Besides there isa serious disadvantage in 
assuming that we will pay $6 per ‘annum in 
Gustoms duty to the Dominion after union: 
and it is this :—Nearly every one would like 
to see all kinds of foreign merchandise,except 
su¢h as would enter into competit’on with 
home-grown produce and home-made mang- 
factures, entered duty free in Victoria. in 
order to foster and extend commerce, Now, 
if the Dominion Goverhment made such an 
exemption from Customs for our benefit, ‘it is 
bit natural that we ghould make good to 
Cafada in'some other way what her revenue 
wonld lose by such an exemption, If Van- 
couver Island were exempted from Customs, 
and-its population were taken to be 20,000, 
the| Local Goverament would “be expected to 
pay to the Dominion, $6 per head, or $120,- 
000 per ancum for the exemption.

Internal Revenue Bqual, 

It is. useless for me to fallow the matter 
further to show that the financial terms are 
not based on. correct premises. But before 
I conclude this section of the sniject, 1 wonld 
remark that. 1 have not taken into acconnt the 
amotnt of Internal Revenue, such as Excise, 
Postage, Stamps, Malt Tax, - &c, that the 
‘Colony is likely to contribute to the Dominion 
Treasury; for so far as IT ean estimate the 
| rate it will mot exceed $1, or $1 25 per head, 
} and offers little or no grounds on whiclf to 
| base financial terms, The only difference, 
| itappears to me, between the Customs and 
Internal Revenue Laws of Canada, as ap- 
| plied for Revenne purposes to this Colony 
| is, that (he Internal Revenue Taxes are like- 
ly to be from the date of our admission at the 
same rate per hend here as in other parts of 
| the Dominion; whereas the Customs will be 
| higher here per bead for » few years than 
there. 





Government Surplus is 

Made Up. 

Tarting now, Sir, :to that portion of the 
financial terms that proposes to get $151,050 
from sources of revenue to be reserved after 
union to the Colony, I cannct help. thinking 
that there has been a mistake all through the 
governmental scheme, and that the amount 
of revenue proposed to be obtained from those 
sources is another instance of governmental 
blundering. As I sam up these sources of 
revenue from the Estimates of 1870, they are 
as follows Road Tolls $50,000, Land Salis 
$6,000, Land Revenue $4,000, Rents $1,506, | 
Miners’ Cirtifioates’$11,000. Mining Receipts 
$12,000, Spirit Licences $25,000, Trading 
Licenses $15,000, Feea of Court $4,200, Fees 
of Office $6,050, and Vancouver Island: Road 
Tax $6,000, making a total of $141,250, 
instead of $151,050, asin the governmental 
estimate submitted with the proposed terms 
of union. ! 

How the Difference Occur. 

The way im which I make the difference, is 
by not taking, into account as permanent 
| sources of revenue, such items as arrears of 
| Vancouver Island Real Estate Tax$8,000, 
Over-payments recoverable $500, Sale ef 
unserviceable Stores $1,500. There ean be 
no grounds for including such accidental 
sources of fevenne under the head of per- 
manent sources ofreventie. Hence we must 
reduce the $151,000 of local revenue. to 
| $141,000. 

Mixing Municipal with Provincial 
, Revenue. 

Bat the latt@r amount must also be reduc- 
ed by deducting the Vanconver Island Road 
Tax $6,000 therefrom, thus, leaving only 
$135,000 a8 .perm+nent sources of revenne ; 
for ifthe Vancouver Island Road Tax be in- 
cluded in our estimate of permanent revenue, 
we onght also to include the annual revenne 
of the cities of Victoria and New Westminster, 
| which is simply absurd. The Vancouver 
; Island Road Tix isa porely municipal 
matter, aud so the Government. has blund- 
ered in mixing up munivipal with provin- 
cial revenue. 


Yale-Cariboo Road Tolls. 


The Yale-Cariboo Road Tolls are estimated 
a3 4 permanent source of revenue at 50,000 
dollars, ,This is another, mistake; for the 
Road Tolls are falling off every year. In 
1868, they) were 67,825 dollars, 1869, 46,- 
500, dollars; and in oll probability will 
be much less in 1870; and as mining 
dimjnishes in the Upper Country, year by 
year, so will the Tolls, if ever the proposed 
Railway be built,away go the Tolls altogether. 
Begides that, the present Road Tolls are 
oppressively high, On the receipts of last year 
they are equal to 150 dollars per waigon load 
of 6,000 Ibs,, or 2} cents per 1b ;—an enor- 
mous tax, that’no one in, hig senses would 
ever think of regarding as. permanent. If 
any toll at all were levied permanently, it 
could not be fixed ata higher rate than one- 
sixth of a cent per pound, or 10 dollars per 
load of 6,000. 1bs., from Yate ‘to Cariboo 
At that rate the Road Tolls instead of yield- 
0 dollars per year, would only pra 
$33 dollars, which for all practical 
well be abolished, for the 
costgs collcetion would exceed the receipts, 
For &nother and all important reason’, I think 
A great mistake bas been made in entering the 
Road Tolls ag permanent revenue after union. 
Itisthiv: the entire people of-the Upper 
Country bavedetermined tojmbolish the Road 
Tolls ag s00n a4 pusasible.

Land Sales Over-Hstimato 4,

Mining Hevenne Batimated too Mich. 

Neither Land Revenue nor Rev te appear to 
be as uncertain in their returns as Land S les 
80 L will piss on to the Item of Miners’ Cer- 
tiflentes, 11,000 dollars, and Mining Receipts, 
12,500 dollars.’ Tere'again it appears to me 
another mistake has been made. ‘Such gold 
mines as are worked in British Colambia will 
be werked out; ‘Snéh digpings are sure to 
be deserted in a very few years, The white 
miners will retire, and the Chinese will take 
their place. When'the Chinaman leaves the 
mines are worked out. I can therefore, see 
but little hope of permanent revenue from the 
gold mines, Already the Mining revenue has 
begun to falloff. a 1867, Miners’ Certifi- 
cates yielded 13,645 dollars; in 1868, 11,635 
dollars; in 1869, 10,500 dollars, and is likely 
to be tess in 1870, although the estimate is 
11,000 ‘dollaes. In 1867, Mining Receipts 

08 dollars ; in 1868, 15,756 dollars ; 
in 1869, 11,500 dollars, and. yet for 1870. the 
estimate is 12,500 dollars. At the utmost, 
from, all departments of mining, we cunnot, 
in my opinion, estimate higher than 10,000 
dollars as permanent revenue, and but little 
of th»t amount will ultimately be drawn from 
goll-mining ; 

Nuge Blunder About Spirit Licenses. 

Now, Sir, with respect to Spirit Licenses, 
which have heen, estimated by the Govern. 
Ment at 25,000 dollars. as permaneng revenue, |. 
there. could be no greater blunder made, 
The Hon. gentleman who framed these terms 

seems to have bad no notion whatever of the 
systems of taxation that obtain in the Domin- 
ion, and bas consequently repeated his mis- 
take of mixing Municipal Taxation with Pro- 
vincial. Inthe Dominion there are three 
forms of Government viz: Municipal, Pro- 
Vincial, and Dominional, and each has its 
own system oftaxntion, Here wehave but 
Provincial and Municipal Governments, with 
their respective systems of taxation. Now | 
jt appears that. . consideration — has | 
only, been . given, ; in framing these 
terms, to taxation under the Customs and 
Internal ‘Revenue Laws of the Deminton. 
But Provincial Taxation ought also to have

Now, after careful study of these sources 
of Provincial Revenue which it is proposed 
that the Colony after Union, shall exclusively 
possess, I cannot make the permanent 
recepts higher than 50,000 dollars per annum 
The difference therefore between my estimate 
of Provincial Taxation, and that of the 
framer of these terms, is 101,050, dotlars, or, 
a8; 151,050 do'lars is\to 50,000 dollars, [La 
larger amount than the latter be levied by our 
Provincial Government after admission, our {axes 
will be out of proportion to the taxes in the Eastern 
Provinces for Provincial purposes. 

Government Surplus only $36,558. 

_ Before propounding what I consider ought 
to be the financial terms of Union, I will 
conclude this part of the subject {by stating 
that the terms submitted in the Resolutions, |) 
and ijiuétrated by the Printed Estimate, in- 
stead of giving the Coloay a permanent total 
revenue of $364,050 per anounmt, will only 
produce 248,567 dollars uniccs _ higher pro- 
vincial taxation be levied here than in other 
parts of the Dominion. Theway in which I 
make up these results is as follows :— 
By the terms submitted by the Government, 
there is Ist, Fixed subsidy 35,000 dollars; 
2nd. Interest on difference of Public Debt 
82,000 dollars: 3rd. 80cts per head on 120- 
000 population, 96,000 dollars ; 4th Réserved 
revenue, 151,050 dollars: Total, 364,050 
dollars, By my interpretation of the proposed 
terms, there is: —t. Fixed subsidy, 35,000; 
2. 80cts.per head on 120,000 people, 96,000 
dollars ; 3: Intereston difference of debt, 
taking 20 dollars per head as the debt of 
Canada 67,567 dollars: 4. Reserved Revenue 
$50,000: ‘Total 248,567 dollars. Now, if we 
deduct from the latter amount, the Govern- 
ment estimate-of current expeediture, vig: 
$211,099, there wonld only remain a surplus 
revenue of 36,558 dollars, instead of 151,050 
dollars, as anticipated. J therefore sincerly 
think that the Government scheme is wrong, 
and ought to be revised.
